Material  used  for  the  stories  will 
he  more  contemporary  than  the  previous  series  which  was  largely  recreated  highlights 
of  American  history.  Producer  for  the  series  will  he  Warren  Lewis,  with  shooting 
scheduled  soon  at  Four  Star,  R.K.O.  Pathe  Studios,  Culver  City,  Calif.  BBD&O  is 
agency  for  DuPont ...... .CBS  has  signed  Ken  Murray  to  write  a  property  called  "I  Hear 

America  Singing."  It  could  turn  out  to  he  one  of  the  specs  for  Ford  Star  Jubilee,  or 

another  CBS  special,  or  a  series  in  its  own  right . Kenco  Films,  Inc.,  starts 

filming  Joe  and  Mabel  today  at  Bedford  Park  Film  Studio  for  co-packagers  CBS  and 
Talent  Associates.  Larry  Blyden  and  Nita  Talbot  star  in  the  series,  which  may  start 
Sept  20  over  CBS,  Tuesdays,  9-9 :30pm,  Paul  Bogart  is  producing  and  directing  the 
films.  Kenco  Films,  Inc  (Ken  Cofod)  also  does  the  physical  production  on  the  Phil 
Silvers  CBS’  series,  You *11  Never  Get  Rich,  in  production  at  the  Du  Mont  Telecentre. 


NBC's  new  Matinee  series,  one -hour,  full-color  live  programs,  presented  Monday 
thru  Friday,  5-^ pin,  will  start  Monday,  Oct  5>  with  Albert  McCleery  as  executive  pro¬ 
ducer.  (Mr.  McCleery' s  status  as  producer  and  director  for  the  live  programs  in  the 
Campbell  Soup  Star St age  series  is  up  in  the  air.  No  replacement  yet,  although  he 
could  wind  up  as  exec  producer  of  this  series,  too).  Matinee  will  use  scripts  from 
all  sources,  including  originals  and  repeats  of  past  one -hour  nighttime  dramas.  Mc- 
Cleery's  staff  will  include  separate  teams  of  producers,  directors  and  script  editors. 
Head  of  the  script  dept  in  New  York  for  the  series  is  Ethel  Frank,  NBC,  1270  Sixth 
Ave.,  New  York  20.,  assisted  by  Rosemary  Foster  and  Martin  Donovan  as  script  editors. 
West  Coast  contacts  have  not  been  set.  The  new  drama  schedule  knocks  out  several  of 
NBC's  daytime  soapers,  with  survivors  subject  to  other  schedule  adjustments  when  the 
new  series  starts.  NBC  emphasizes  that  the  dramas  will  be  nighttime  quality  for  day¬ 
time  viewers  and,  of  course,  are  intended  to  dramatize  the  fall  color  TV  set  sales 
push  which  must  go  into  high  gear  because  of  the  expensive  research  and  manufactur¬ 
ing  facilities  that  are  waiting  for  a  market  to  materialize . The  fulltime  use 

of  the  color  facilities  at  Burbank  for  day  and  evening  programs  in  the  fall  will  be 
matched  in  the  east  by  the  Brooklyn  studio  used  for  the  color  specs,  the  Colonial 
Theatre  in  Manhattan  and  the  new  NBC  color  studio  3K  in  Radio  City,  to  be  used  for 
colorcasting  Howdy  Doody,  starting  Monday,  Sept  12.

NBC  has  signed  Dr.  Benjamin  Spock,  well  known  pediatrician  and  psychiatrist,  to 
a  long  term  contract  to  star  in  a  new  series  of  Sunday  afternoon  programs,  titled  Dr. 
Spock,  starting  Oct  9,  Sundays,  3-5 :50pm  NYT.  The  program  will  he  especially  for  par¬ 
ents  and  prospective  parents  and  will  deal  with  many  aspects  of  child -rearing.  Pro¬ 
duction  will  he  hy  NBC  Public  Affairs . NBC  is  also  working  on  its  late  Sunday 

afternoon  lineup,  filling  in  the  spots  between  the  Maurice  Evans -Hallmark  series,  the 
Opera  Theatre  and  Wide  Wide  World  with  a  possible  Book-of -the -Month  Club  Theatre  hour 
and  a  half  drama  project  once  monthly.  The  "automatic  best  seller"  organization  gen¬ 
erates  problems  because  of  the  wealth  inherent  in  subsidiary  rights,  which  will  take 
a  lot  of  clearing  for  TV  dramatizations. 

The  first  of  the  Orson  Welles  color  films  under  his  CBS  contract  will  probably 

go  into  production  about  Aug  15,  with  pre-production  now  under  way  in  England . . 

The  Errol  Flynn  Tales  of  the  Foreign  legion  series  to  be  produced  in  England  is  still 
only  a  pilot  film.  Recent  publicity  bubbles  were  to  regenerate  interest  and  the  de¬ 
cision  to  proceed  with  filming  is  still  being  held  up.  Distributor  of  fhe  series 

would  be  CBS  Film  Sales . The  new  Ziv  series  starring  Broderick  Crawford,  Highway 

Patrol ,  has  been  sold  in  37  cities.  Currently  being  shot  in  various  Western  locations 
with  Herbert  Strock  directing,  the  episodes  are  based  on  highway  patrol  stories  being 
filmed  in  cooperation  with  various  state  agencies.  Ziv  says  the  films  are  being  made 
at  a  cost  of  over  $40,000  per  episode  for  the  39 -film  series,  which  i3  using  Californ¬ 
ia  locales  for  the  first  stories . ..Guild  Films  is  proceeding  with  production  of 

its  I  Spy  series  at  Biltmore  Studios  in  Manhattan,  where  it  is  also  producing  The 
Goldbergs  film  series.  The  Raymond  Massey  espionage  starrers  went  into  production 

first  at  Parsonnet  Studios  in  Long  Island  City  in  April  before  production  hiatus . 

...Properties  for  the  Jane  Wyman -Fire side  Theatre  and  Alfred  Hitchcock  series  are  be¬ 
ing  handled  thm  East  and  West  Coast  offices.  Bill  Morwood,  MCA,  221  West  57th  St., 
New  York  19.  Cl  7-2310,  handles  scripts  for  both  series  in  the  east,  but  he  prefers 
to  read  short  stories  and  synopses  of  possible  stories.  Most  stories  for  the  series 
are  generally  being  written  on  the  West  Coast.  The  West  Coast  contacts  are:  Wyman : 
Lou  Lindsay,  Lewman  Productions,  4024  N.  Radford,  Studio  City,  Calif.  Hitchcock: 
Manning  O'Connor,  Revue  Productions,  3970  Santa  Monica  Blvd.,  Bevery  Hills,  Calif. 

The  first  complete  commercial  production  unit  with  a  fully-equipped  closed  circ¬ 
uit  live -film  system  for  testing  live  commercials  as  well  as  for  final  film  produc¬ 
tion  is  currently  in  operation  at  Empire  Production  Corp.,  480  Lexington  Ave.,  New 
York  17.  PL  9-4500.  It  is  believed  to  be  the  first  complete  closed  circuit  system 
for  agencies  besides  the  J.  Walter  Thompson  Company's  own  single-camera  closed  circ¬ 
uit  test  system.  Empire's  Studio  is  25  x  50  with  a  15-foot  acoustic  ceiling.  The 
closed  circuit  system  and  production  unit  includes  two  Dage  broadcast -type  cameras, 
a  film  chain,  kinescope  recording  facilities,  l6mm  and  35^m  film  cameras  and  multi¬ 
channel  recording.  The  TV  cameras  are  equipped  with  3 -lens  turrets  and  Zoomar  at¬ 
tachments.  The  studio  is  being  made  available  to  advertising  agencies  on  a  per  diem 
or  an  annual  retainer  basis;  the  latter  arrangement  reserves  the  studio  facilities 
for  an  agency  for  one  day  a  week  for  a  year.  Basic  charges  for  all  facilities,  plus 
a  permanent  crew,  is  $1,250  daily  when  available,  which  includes  the  use  of  a  sepa¬ 
rate  viewing  room  plus  portable  monitors.  Annual  agency  retainer  fee  is  $35>000. 

Tests  already  run  indicate  that  with  proper  scheduling,  agencies  can  rough  test  live 
or  film  commercials,  test  film  with  live  cut-in,  or  vice  versa,  for  about  $200  per 
commercial.  (We  emphasize  this  development  because  during  the  past  year  there  have 
been  several  important  account  shifts  among  agencies  which  might  be  traced  to  compara¬ 
tive  handling  of  TV  commercials  as  well  as  production  know-how). 

Brave  Eagle,  Chief  of  the  Cheyennes,  a  new  Roy  Rogers  Productions  film  series, 
goes  into  production  on  Aug  1,  for  first  showing  over  CBS-TV,  Sept  28;  Wednesdays, 
7.*30-8pm.  The  series  is  still  open  for  sponsorship.  Keith  Larsen  will  star  in  the 
title  role,  with  26  films  scheduled  for  production  this  year.  Art  Rush,  exec  produc¬ 
er,  originally  planned  this  one  and  made  the  pilot  under  the  tentative  title  of  Co¬ 
chise,  but  property  conflicts  cued  the  Brave  Eagle  shift. 
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The  revolution  in  the  local  Los  Angeles  programming  picture  which  started  this 
week  when  KTTV  upended  its  Monday  thru  Friday  morning  schedule,  will  go  further  along 
the  road  when  KNXT  brings  in  90  per  cent  of  its  daytime  programs  on  a  live  basis  off 
the  network,  ending  its  sub -normal  kine  and  quick-kine  program  diet.  KTTV  now  opens 
its  day  at  7  am  with  Sheriff  John's  Breakfast  Brigade,  a  film  and  live  mixture  for 
adults  as  well  as  children;  followed  by  Top  of  the  Morning  at  8am,  featuring  Bill 
Leyden  hosting  Bob  Clampett’s  puppet  characters;  Time  for  Beany,  from  8:15  to  8:50am, 
with  Top  of  the  Morning  returning  until  9:20am  (Beany  is  also  a  Clampett  puppet,  but 
he  will  retain  that  identity  in  the  morning  lineup); then  Janet  Lean,  Registered 
Nurse  bows  in,  followed  by  Heart  of  the  City  at  10am.  The  latter  two  are  being  seen 
at  the  earliest  time  major  film  series  have  heretofore  been  regularly  scheduled.  The 
KNXT  swing,  beginning  Monday,  Aug  1,  involves  more  than  a  dozen  CBS  net  programs, 
with  only  Garry  Moore  Show  (3-3 :30pm  PT),  Arthur  Godfrey  Time  (3:30-4pm)  and  Strike 
it  Rich  (4-4' :30pm)  being  shown  via  kines.  The  day  opens  with  the  CBS  Pacific  Net's 
Panorama  Pacific  from  7-9 am,  then  proceeds  to:  9am-  Valiant  Lady;  9:15“  Love  of  Lif e ; 
9;30-  Search  for  Tomorrow;  9:45-  Guiding  Light;  10-  Jack  Paar  Show;  10:30-  Welcome 
Travelers;  11-  Robert  Q.  Lewis  Show;  12noon-  The  Big  Payoff;  12:30pm-  Bob  Crosby 
Show;  1-  The  Brighter  Day;  1:15-  Secret  Storm;  1:30-  On  Your  Account.  Local  shows 
and.  the  kines  noted  above  fill  out  the  afternoon.  The  KNXT  changes  could  be  the  first 
sign  of  the  squaring  off  between  nets  to  meet  the  challenge  of  NBC's  Matinee  (to  be 
seen  from  12noon-lpm  on  the  West  Coast.  See  Page  one),  and  the  late  afternoon  chal¬ 
lenge  from  ABC’s  Mickey  Mouse  Club.  Los  Angeles  and  other  coast  cities  have  long  com¬ 
plained  about  the  quality  of  kine  repeats,  even  of  shows  originating  there. 

With  Worthington  Miner's  Frontier  series  going  into  production  at  Hal  Roach  Stud¬ 
ios,  Studio  City  TV  Productions,  Inc  (Republic)  will  make  two  pilots,  starting  this 
month,  of  a  new  series  called  Frontier  Doctor,  starring  Rex  Allen.  Edward  J.  White 
is  associate  producer,  with  Franklin  Adreon  directing.  Allen  has  been  a  Republic 
Western  star.  It  has  become  obvious  this  year  that  television  film  producers  will  be 
forced  to  -unite  in  setting  up  their  own  title  registration  bureau,  if  they  don’t  first 
ask  the  major  motion  picture  producers  to  move  for  some  sort  of  subsidiary  status 
for  TV  clearance  thru  the  regular  movie  title  registration  bureau.  The  very  multi¬ 
plicity  of  TV  film  series  and  live  series  demands  some  sort  of  regulation,  even  if 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  clear  individual  episode  titles.

The  influx  of  motion  picture  companies  directly  into  television  film  production 
has  resulted  in  a  variety  of  reactions  from  trade  and  newspaper  writers,  ranging  from 
predictions  of  probable  failure  to  bland  assumption  of  success.  Like  other  assump¬ 
tions  about  Hollywood,  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  will  happen  at  this  stage  of  the 
game.  One  can  only  be  sure  of  one  conditioning  factor;  the  movie  producer  is  working 
in  a  new  atmosphere,  one  that  may  take  time  to  get  used  to.  He  is  working  on  a  Pov¬ 
erty  Row  time  schedule  and  budget  to  devise  a  product  that  will  receive  the  critical 
analysis  of  a  Class  A  production.  Even  if  the  production  staff  is  fully  experienced 
in  television,  the  top  movie  executives  who  control  the  reins  are  not.  Of  course, 
whether  the  product  is  critically  good  or  bad,  it  will  have  to  survive  the  test  of 
audience  approval  and  this  brings  up  the  question:  Can  motion  picture  executives 
adapt  themselves  to  the  views  of  network,  advertising  agency  and  sponsor  representa¬ 
tives? 

The  sample  situation  abounds  in  television.  Programs  and  program  types  fall  by 
the  wayside  each  year.  This  year  the  emphasis  is  on  the  disappearance  of  many  sit¬ 
uation  comedies.  Some  say  it  is  because  there  are  too  many,  or  they  are  too  much  the 
same.  We  beg  to  differ.  They  are  going  because  the  ad  agency  and/or  the  sponsor 
decided  that  they  are  not  holding  audiences  in  the  amount  the  sponsor  likes  to  see; 
or  in  the  same  relationship,  they  are  no  longer  providing  good  enough  vehicles  for 
the  commercials.  The  end  result  of  all  commercial  programming  in  television  is  that 
the  sponsor  must  be  satisfied  that  the  program  is  doing  the  job  the  company  desires. 
Beyond  that,  the  network  must  be  satisfied  that  the  program  is  maintaining  the  pres¬ 
tige  or  strength  of  the  particular  day's  schedule.  Many  programs  have  been  and  will 
be  cancelled  because  the  audiences  they  attract  are  not  big  enough  for  a  time  spot, 
or  because  they  are  suddenly  found  to  be  the  wrong  kind  for  the  sponsor's  product. 
Hollywood  is  going  to  have  to  live  with  a  new  monster  —  audience  size,  composition 
and  reaction  —  sometimes  called  "the  rating."  Aside  from  this  high  hurdle,  the  odds 
are  against  all  the  programs  being  produced  by  motion  picture  companies  achieving 
success.  Someone's  prestige  will  suffer  because  some  have  to  fail,  if  only  because 
one  program  coming  up  may  be  such  a  big  success  that  the  others  will  pale  beside  it. 

Let's  look  at  the  other  side  of  television  production  that  has  attracted  Holly¬ 
wood  interest  --  the  business  of  trailer izing  pictures  intended  solely  for  theatre 
viewing.  Every  one  cites  the  amazing  success  of  Walt  Disney.  Disney's  example 
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cannot  be  related  to  the  probable  success  or  failure  of  others.  His  story  in  theatre 
production  alone  is  unique  over  the  years.  Therefore,  a  standing  start  might  be 
based  on  the  fact  that  few  recent  successes  have  been  rolled  up  by  movie  companies  in 
trading  clips  for  plugs  on  programs.  It  now  appears  that  either  partial  or  full  pro¬ 
gram  pitches  have  reached  the  point  of  diminishing  returns.  Television  audiences  do 
not  take  to  having  their  appetites  for  entertainment  only  partially  whetted.  In  many 
cases  the  choice  of  film  clips  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  currently  being  pre¬ 
sented  is  being  greeted  with  less  than  enthusiasm.  From  here  on,  a  lot  of  the  plugs 
will  be  linked  to  the  company's  own  program  product  and  if  they  aren't  good,  or  the 
audience  reaction  isn't  good,  the  situation  may  eventually  hurt  the  program  as  an  at¬ 
traction.  There  is  the  always  prevalent  possibility  of  too  much  commercial  sell  in 
too  short  a  program  period.  The  sponsor  who  is  paying  for  the  full  program  and  air 
time  is  going  to  be  watching  the  motion  picture  company  programs  and  plug  system  with 
eyes  easily  jaundiced  by  critical  and  audience  reaction. 

*  *  * 

ABC  will  spot  two  new  weekend  programs  starting  in  October,  new  to  that  network. 
Ted  Mack's  Original  Amateur  Hour  is  slated  for  a  Sunday  night  spot,  while  Grand  Ole 
Opry  will  get  a  once  monthly  exposure  every  fourth  Saturday,  8 -9pm.  The  Mack  program 
has  the  reputation  of  doing  a  tremendous  job  in  sponsor  merchandising  because  of  the 
m.c.'s  road  tours,  but  it  has  lost  out  in  other  net  spots  in  the  past  because  it  is 
not  a  high  rating  "prestige”  show.  It  only  sells  merchandise.  The  Opry  program  is 
another  story.  It  received  a  one-time  showcasing  over  NBC,  Saturday,  June  11,  but 
it  will  be  seen  over  ABC,  sponsored  by  Ralston  Purina  products.  The  program  has  been 
on  radio  every  Saturday  night  since  Nov  28,  1925,  and  the  telecast  will  be  a  pickup 

of  the  straight  radio  and  theatre  performance . CBS'  The  Johnny  Carson  Show  has 

resolved  its  featured  vocalist  problem  by  signing  Jill  Corey  as  a  regular . 

J.  Walter  Thompson  Co  is  emphasizing  that  Mary  Scourby,  alternate  week  director  of 
Star  Tonight,  ABC  half-hour  drama  series,  presented  live  on  Thursday  nights,  is  the 
only  woman  director  in  network  television.  Previously  she  was  an  assistant  director 
on  the  late  Pond's  Theatre.  The  agency  might  also  take  credit  for  the  fact  that  its 
programs  habitually  employ  women  as  assistant  directors  and  in  other  key  program  pro¬ 
duction  posts.  During  the  past  year,  since  several  of  its  staff  directors  have  re¬ 
ceived  high  critical  praise  for  several  drama  programs,  the  Thompson  Company  has  been 
giving  production  people  more  attention  in  agency  publicity,  although  they  still  do 
not  receive  air  credits  on  programs. 

Guild  Films  Co.,  Inc  and  Vitapix  Corp.,  have  modified  their  earlier  agreement 
for  cooperative  production,  sale  and  distribution  of  television  film  programs  to  per¬ 
mit  Guild  to  release  its  national  films  through  other  program  and  telecasting  chan¬ 
nels  as  well  as  the  Vitapix  lineup  of  stations.  The  Vitapix  Corporation  is  station- 

owned,  with  all  stock  held  by  57  stations  throughout  the  country . Ziv  Television 

Programs,  Inc.,  has  formed  a  national  sales  organization,  under  Walter  Kingsley  as 
sales  manager,  designed  to  serve  national  advertisers  with  new  product.  The  new  set¬ 
up  will  operate  separately  from  the  regional  and  local  sales  forces.  Inf erentially, 
the  new  sales  staff  will  sell  available  Ziv  production  facilities  and  executive  know¬ 
how  to  produce  film  series  on  order,  rather  than  creating  series  and  then  doing  hard 
selling  to  move  them  as  is  required  when  pitching  to  regional  and  local  advertisers. 
The  humming  studio  operations  run  by  Desilu,  Hal  Roach,  Screen  Gems  and  Revue  have  a 
good  profit  outlook  that  Ziv  wants  in  on,  to  keep  its  own  production  facilities  at  a 

high  operating  level . Television  Programs  of  America  will  have  three  series  in 

production  by  the  end  of  August :  Tugboat  Annie,  Fury  and  The  Count  of  Monte  Crlsto. 

Fury,  a  boy-horse  opera,  started  production  this  week  at  KTTV  studios . Gunsmoke, 

the  Charles  Marquis  Warren  adult  Western  series,  being  produced  for  Liggett  &  Myers, 
is  being  written  by  a  closed  staff,  including  Victor  and  Little,  John  Dunkel,  John 
Me s ton  and  Les  Crutchfield. 
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Robert  Montgomery  Presents  futures  for  the  summer  include :  Aug  8,  "Woman  with 
a  Past,"  a  Milton  Gelman  original;  Aug  15*  "Uncle  Snowball, "  Doria  Folliott's  adapt¬ 
ation  of  Francis  Frost’s  novel;  Aug  22,  an  adaptation  of  Rosemary  Casey’s  stage  play, 
"Late  Love";  Aug  29>  "The  World  to  Nothing,"  an  original  by  Abby  Mann,  to  be  directed 
by  Robert  Eilenstein  who  has  acted  in  previous  Montgomery  productions;  Sept  5,  "Dear 

Emily,"  an  original  by  Elaine  Carrington . Prediction  for  next  season's  hour-long 

drama  shows  is  that  writing  staffs  will  have  to  be  expanded  to  include  researchers 
who  will  dig  for  possible  story  material  to  be  given  to  experienced  writers  for  adapt¬ 
ation,  an  expansion  of  some  current  practices.  Seme  recent  half-hour  and  hour  dramas 
show  amazing  similarities  to  old  movies  and  novels,  reworked  so  as  to  be  almost  un¬ 
recognizable  except  for  some  key  story  twists.

Louis  G.  Cowan  will  Join  CBS  Television  in  New  York  on  Aug  15  as  a  producer, 
responsible  for  the  creation  of  new  ideas,  on  a  full-time  basis.  His  production  com¬ 
pany,  Louis  G.  Cowan,  Inc. (575  Madison  Ave.,  New  York  22.  PL  9-3700),  will  continue 
with  Harry  Eleischman  as  president  and  Steve  Carlin  as  exec  v.p.  (Stop  the  Music, 

Down  You  Go,  The  $6^,000  Question,  etc.) . CBS  Television  and  United  Productions 

of  America  (UPA)  have  signed,  a  long-term  agreement  for  a  series  of  original  half-hour 
all-cartoon  programs  and  at  least  one  full-length  animated  feature  program  for  the¬ 
atrical  use.  Cartoons  under  the  agreement  would  be  scheduled  for  release  in  1956. 

The  cartoons  produced  by  UPA  will  feature  original  and  exclusive  characters  (not  in¬ 
volving  UPA’s  famous  "Gerald  McBoing-Boing"  or  "Magoo")  and  new  songs.  Elements  in 
the  half -hour  cartoons  may  include :  the  story  of  a  little  boy,  Dusty,  who  manages  a 
circus;  a  musical  dramatization  combining  traditional  folk  ballads  and  new  songs  with 
fables  of  America  and  other  lands;  sketches  of  famous  American  authors;  gentle  satires 
on  suburban  American  life,  and  tales  with  the  0.  Henry  touch.  Other  half-hour  pro¬ 
grams  will  be  devoted  to  a  central  idea.  All  CBS  productions  will  be  produced  under 
the  supervision  of  Stephen  Bosustow,  founder  and  president  of  UPA. 

The  Screen  Actors  Guild  strike,  scheduled  for  12:01am,  Friday,  Aug  6,  will  affect 
TV  film  production  in  varying  degrees.  New  film  series  scheduled  for  debuts  this  fall 
already  have  more  than  half  their  scheduled  episodes  in  the  can  and  since  several  are 
debuting  in  late  September  or  early  October  they  will  be  able  to  run  well  through  the 
winter  before  any  pinch  is  felt.  Running  series,  many  of  which  started  their  fall 
production  schedules  during  July,  may  find  themselves  with  less  than  a  dozen  episodes 
ready  in  most  cases.  Some  film  production  contracts  apparently  have  "escape"  clauses 
which  permit  re-runs  to  be  used  to  fill  in  delays  that  might  be  caused  by  strikes, 
production  catastrophes,  and  other  acts  that  might  halt  production.  The  solid  front 
(thus  far)  of  TV  film  producers,  including  the  movie  majors,  against  paying  residuals 
to  actors  for  second  runs  of  films,  may  first  be  broken  by  those  companies  under  di¬ 
rect  production  contracts  for  networks  or  network  sponsors.  None  of  the  few  New  York 
film  production  units,  as  of  now,  is  expected  to  stop  production,  which  means  that 
their  producers  probably  have  letters  of  agreement  which  would  bind  the  companies  to 
whatever  settlement  is  finally  made  when  the  strike  is  settled.  The  crux  of  the  prob¬ 
lem,  whether  to  pay  actors  on  second  runs  of  the  films,  seems  to  be  governed  by  the 
financial  arrangements  made  before  production.  Real  profits  normally  come  out  of  the 
second  run  because  most  of  the  income  is  considered  clear  after  inequities  in  first 
run  costs  are  balanced.  For  the  other  side,  third  and  other  runs  are  at  such  low 
rates  in  most  cases  that  actors  get  very  little  as  additional  payment. 
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Here’s  what  can  drive  you  crazy  in  figuring  summer  programs.  One  ABC  net  pro¬ 
gram,  in  a  publicity  release,  announced  the  winner  of  a  talent  competition  before  the 
program  was  seen  on  the  air.  The  week’s  segment  had  been  done  beforehand  and  record¬ 
ed  on  kine  so  the  star  of  the  show  could  squeeze  in  a  vacation . Another  publici¬ 

ty  mixup  last  week  was  responsible  for  a  brief  Vest  Coast  trade  item  that  the  wife  of 
Richard  Kiley  and  their  four  children  were  flying  to  Germany  to  join  him  during  the 
overseas  production  of  the  Brother  Mark  series.  At  the  same  time,  a  news  release  in 
New  York  mentioned  that  Kiley  is  starring  in  summer  stock  and  doesn't  leave  for  Germ¬ 
any  until  "next  month,"  meaning  in  mid -August. 

Tim  Considine,  15-year -old  son  of  movie  producer  John  Considine  and  nephew  of 
columnist  Bob  Considine,  will  be  one  of  the  featured  players  in  Walt  Disney's  Mickey 
Mouse  Club  series  over  ABC-TV,  He  will  star  as  "Spin, "  leader  of  a  group  of  boys  at 
a  Western  ranch,  in  the  series  "Spin  and  Marty, "  one  of  the  ingredients  of  the  over¬ 
all  Disney  program .

buting  Sept  17 y  Saturdays,  8-9pm,  with  the  naming  of  Grey  Lockwood  as  director.  He 
is  currently  TV  director  of  Caesar  Presents  on  NBC.  The  Como  staff  now  lists  George 
McGarrett  as  exec  producer;  Lee  Cooley,  producer;  Lockwood,  director;  Goodman  Ace, 
chief  scriptwriter;  Louis  DaPron,  choreographer;  Mitch  Ayres,  musical  director,  and 

the  Ray  Charles  Choir  as  featured  support  of  Como . Judy  Garland,  saluted  by  CBS 

as  "the  first  lady  of  show  business,"  will  make  her  TV  debut  in  the  first  program  of 
the  new  Ford  Star  Jubilee  series,  Saturday,  Sept  24,  9:30-llpm  EDT.  The  program  will 
be  produced  by  Miss  Garland's  husband,  Sid  Luft.  The  program  will  probably  include 

many  segments  of  her  variety  bill,  now  touring  West  Coast  theatres . Three  days 

later,  Tuesday,  Sept  27,  8 -9pm,  Esther  Williams  will  make  her  debut  as  a  television 
performer,  singing,  dancing  and  acting  with  Milton  Berle  in  the  first  program  of  his 
new  fall  every -third -week  program  series,  all  in  color. 

Max  Liebman's  first  color  spec  of  the  season,  "Heidi,"  scheduled  for  Saturday, 

Oct  1,  9-10 :30pm,  will  star  Jeannie  Carson,  Wally  Cox  and  Elsa  Lanchester,  among  oth¬ 
ers,  but  will  not  include  Ezio  Pinza,  originally  announced  by  NBC  as  part  of  the  cast 
when  the  net  issued  its  color  future  list.  Liebman's  staff  writers  for  the  coming 
season  will  include  Billy  Friedberg  and  Neal  Simon,  the  only  ones  set  thus  far.  Other 
properties  on  his  schedule  include  "The  Cat  and  the  Fiddle,"  "Maytime,"  the  repeat  of 
"Babes  in  Toy 1 and, "  and  the  Chevalier  program,  to  be  done  next  March  or  April.  Lieb- 
man  is  also  concluding  negotiations  for  "Good  News,"  but  "Lady  Be  Good,"  the  intended 

Ann  Sothern  starrer,  will  not  be  done  because  MGM  wouldn't  release  the  rights . 

Because  Max  Liebman's  productions  broke  the  path  for  big-time  color  programming,  it's 
worth  noting  that  in  October,  NBC  will  have  57  hours  of  live  studio  color  programming, 
as  against  7  hours  in  October,  1954;  in  November,  4l  hours,  against  8.5  last  November, 
and  38  hours  in  December  contrasted  with  9  hours  last  December.  None  of  the  programs 
in  this  schedule  are  outside  pickups  of  outdoor  sports  events  or  other  mobile  pickups, 
also  scheduled  for  colorcasting  this  fall.  CBS  will  show  a  proportionate  increase 
over  its  last  season  schedule,  although  the  totals  will  not  be  as  high  as  NBC's. 

Regional  syndication  sales  of  television  film  series  is  moving  into  high  gear, 
with  many  sales  staffs  now  concerned  with  getting  medium-sized  companies  to  saturate 
their  market  areas,  basing  sales  pitches  on  the  successes  rolled  up  by  national  spot 
film  sponsors  and  network  advertisers.  P.  Ballantine  and  Son,  long  a  top  film  prod¬ 
uct  sponsor  (Foreign  Intrigue  and  Eddie  Cantor  Comedy  Theatre )  has  bought  rights  to 
Ziv's  Highway  Patrol  series  for  30  markets,  starting  in  October.  CBS  Film  Sales  has 
sold  The  Adventures  of  Long  John  Silver  to  Lay's  Potato  Chips,  Atlanta,  for  22  south¬ 
eastern  markets,  reported  as  the  biggest  film  deal  for  that  section  of  the  country. 
Meanwhile,  Ziv  has  organized  writing  staffs  for  five  contemplated  series  (subject  to 
SAG  action),  including  Dr.  Christian,  starring  Jean  Hersholt  and  MacDonald  Carey;  The 
Man  Called  X,  I  Love  a  Mystery,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Theatre,  to  star  famous  husband -and -wife 
acting  teams,  and  Craig  Rice,  about  a  female  detective. 
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Allen  Funt  nay  produce  a  new  series  of  Candid  Camera  films,  using  improved  tech¬ 
niques  and  new  ideas  for  the  films,  which  would  not  conflict  with  previous  proper¬ 
ties  sold  to  Associated  Artists  for  syndication.  Funt  has  been  most  active  recently 
in  the  industrial  film  field,  applying  his  candid  techniques  to  these  and  several  com¬ 
mercials . NBC  will  probably  introduce  a  new  film  series,  People,  Sunday,  August 

21,  5-5 :30pm,  to  run  for  six  weeks.  Each  program  will  have  4  or  5  filmed  interviews 
with  personalities  from  all  walks  of  life  and  various  fields.  Producer  is  Reuven 
Frank,  with  John  Goetz  as  director,  John  lynch  as  managing  editor;  Paul  Cunningham, 
staff  correspondent;  Constantin  Gochis,  film  editor;  Edward  Faught,  unit  manager,  and 

Jack  Shugrue  as  field  director . Phil  Silvers’  You’ll  Never  Get  Rich  film  series 

debuts  over  CBS,  Tuesday,  Sept  20,  8:30-9pm,  Silvers  stars  as  Master  Sergeant  Ernie 
Bilko,  with  Harvey  Lembeck  and  Alan  Melvin  playing  two  of  his  close  friends.  (More 
than  20  films  in  this  series  have  been  filmed).

KNXT  and  offices  of  the  Columbia  Television  Pacific  Network,  began  using  the  telephone 
number  formerly  used  oniy  by  CBS  Television  City  --  WEbster  8-3011.

Up  to  last  night  (9),  ten  companies  had  signed  letters  of  agreement  with  the 
Screen  Actors  Guild,  with  the  major  point  of  second  run  payments  pegged  at  75  per  cent 
of  first  run  salaries  for  actors.  Of  the  ten,  those  with  series  on  the  air  or  sched¬ 
uled  for  fall  showing  are,  William  and  Edward  Nassour  (Sheena,  Queen  of  the  Jungle); 
Lewis lor  Enterprises,  Inc  (The  Loretta  Young  Show);  Lewman  Ltd  (Jane  Wyman* s  Fireside 
Theatre );  Charles  E.  SIcinner  Productions  (Sgt  Preston  of  the  Yukon),  all  in  Hollywood, 
and  Balsan  Productions  (Hollywood  Preview)  in  New  York.  Others  on  the  list  of  sig¬ 
natories  of  letters  are:  Quintet  Productions  (Judge  Roy  Bean)  and  Spectrum  Film  Pro¬ 
ductions  in  Hollywood;  Cinecraft  Film  Productions  and  Discovery  Productions  of  Cleve¬ 
land,  and  D  &  R  Television  Film  Co  of  New  York.  Contrary  to  what  was  expected  earl¬ 
ier,  two  New  York  production  firms  did  not  sign  letters,  hut  have  halted  production; 
Guild  Films  on  its  I  Spy  and  The  Goldbergs  and  Talent  Associates’  Joe  and  Mabel. 

It  has  become  obvious  that  film  producers  are  maintaining  a  solid  front  against 
SAG  demands,  hoping  that  time  will  bring  more  reasonable  demands  from  SAG,  from  the 
producers’  viewpoints,  as  far  as  the  75  per  cent  second  run  payment  is  concerned. 

Those  firms  that  have  signed  already  have  schedule  commitments  and  have  to  proceed, 
and  no  matter  what  contract  is  eventually  signed  by  the  majority  they  can't  lose  be¬ 
cause  their  temporary  agreements  call  for  final  adjustment  to  conform  later.  Also, 
some  producers  are  holding  out  as  long  as  possible,  or  until  they  actually  have  to 
resume  production  to  meet  program  dates,  hoping  that  the  strike  may  end  soon.  One 
situation  that  will  be  watched  with  interest  involves  Screen  Gems,  Inc.  CBS  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  Tales  of  the  Texas  Rangers  will  debut  Saturday,  Sept  3  (11 :30am-12noon 
EDT).  The  producer  actually  has  only  six  films  ready  for  screening.  The  company’s 
other  film  series  for  other  sponsors  have  enough  of  a  backlog  in  completed  episodes 
to  run  through  late  November  and  December.  SAG  would  not  sign  a  split  agreement  cov¬ 
ering  only  part  of  a  producer's  output,  so  if  the  strike  lasts  two  months  or  more, 
and  on  past  history  it  easily  could  if  neither  side  gives  in,  the  film  producer  and/ 
or  the  sponsor's  ad  agency  will  have  an  interesting  decision  to  make  on  how  they  will 
fill  the  program  spot. 

While  the  SAG  strike  has  given  some  hope  to  packagers  of  live  shows  that  their 
product  might  be  shoved  in  by  nets  for  standby  purposes,  the  word  is  that  there  will 
be  no  jerry-built  programming  permitted  if  things  get  to  the  stage  where  substitute 
programs  have  to  used.  The  nets  have  enough  high-quality  packages  and  talent  on  tap 
for  short  runs,  if  necessary,  as  well  as  film  shows  'that  can  be  re-run. 
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The  Pe ggy  Lee  Show,  scheduled  as  a  half-hour  one-time  special  for  Sunday,  Aug  14, 
8:30-9pm  SIT,  has  been  postponed  for  several  weeks,  due  to  a  conflicting  engagement 

for  the  singer.  No  replacement  announced  yet . Betty  Hutton  will  star  in  one  of 

NBC's  The  Chewy  Show,  the  every -third -Tuesday  one  hour  revue  which  will  alternate 
with  Milton  Berle's  new  series  and  The  Martha  Raye  Show.  If  the  first  is  successful, 

Miss  Hutton  will  be  back  for  at  least  one  more  next  year . The  combination  of 

producer  Jack  Rayel  and  director  George  Shaefer  on  the  Aug  27  Summer  Special,  "One 
Touch  of  Venus,"  is  sort  of  going  through  a  warm-up  for  their  association  on  Maurice 
Evans  Presents,  which  will  have  Rayel  as  NBC  producer  and  Shaefer  as  director.  The 
Evans  production  office  has  moved  to  200  W  57th  St  (Rm  1103)#  New  York  19.  Cl  7-8300, 
Exts  4171,  4172.  Included  in  the  move  are  associate  producer  Mildred  Freed  Alberg, 

Shaefer  and  editorial  supervisor  S.  Mark  Smith . CBS'  unheralded  It's  Magic,  which 

has  picked  up  a  fine  critical  arid  audience  reception  as  a  Sunday  evening  (7-7 :30pm 
EDt)  filler  for  five  weeks,  now  looks  like  a  possible  fall  entry,  if  the  net  can  find 
an  opening. 

Mark  Stevens  will  add  a  girl  friend  for  his  editor  Steve  Wilson  role  in  upcoming 
Big  Town  films.  She  will  be  Diane,  a  sophisticated  commercial  artist,  who  will  not 
intrude  on  his  office  problems  but  will  provide  an  out -of -the -newspaper-office  change 
of  pace  for  the  series. . Derel  Producing  Associates,  Inc.,  new  New  York  produc¬ 

tion  firm,  will  produce  a  new  film  series  titled  Foreign  Correspondent,  based  on  top 
foreign  news  stories  written  by  or  involving  American  foreign  correspondents.  The 
series,  produced  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Overseas  Press  Club,  will  be  based  on 
material  and  books  written  by  Press  Club  members.  Plans  call  for  39  films  in  the  ser¬ 
ies,  to  be  shot  on  location  in  Europe.  Derel  is  located  at  68  William  St.,  New  York 
5.  B0  9-1550.  Jerry  Feldman,  head  of  the  firm,  is  exec  producer  for  the  series,  with 
Gene  Feldman  as  associate  producer  and  script  supervisor.  Gene  Feldman  has  been  a 
free  lance  script  writer  for  TV  shows  during  the  last  four  years.  The  firm  also  has 
another  film  series  and  a  live  package  in  the  works. 

Charles  Russell  will  be  producer  of  the  live  shows  originating  in  New  York  for 
Star St age,  to  be  seen  over  NBC,  Fridays,  9:30-10pm  EDT,  starting  Sept  9.  He  will 
work  under  exec  producer  Mort  Abrahams  (MCA).  Alan  Miller  is  production  supervisor 
of  the  filmed  programs  in  the  series,  to  be  produced  by  Revue  Productions  in  Holly¬ 
wood.  Carol  Irwin  is  acting  as  agency  contact  for  scripts  for  BBD&0,  ad  agency  for 
Campbell  Soup,  alternate  week  sponsor.  Scripts  will  be  processed,  however,  through 

Abraham's  office  at  MCA,  with  Ted  Apstein  as  script  editor  there . NBC's  The  World

At  the  time  this  is  being  read  (Wednesday  morning)  the  SAG  television  film  strike 
should  have  been  settled.  Because  of  the  time  zone  difference,  word  would  not  be 
available  in  New  York  before  3:00am  EDT,  so  the  decision  should  be  available  in  late 
editions  of  the  New  York  Times,  as  far  as  New  York  is  concerned.  Officers  of  the 
Guild  are  confident  that  the  membership  will  accept  the  settlement  of  future  terms 
arrived  at  by  the  Guild  and  the  TV  film  producers  who  have  held  out  this  far.  All 
producers  who  have  previously  signed  letters  of  agreement  with  the  Guild  will  get 
the  same  terms  as  the  main  group  of  hold -out  producers.  The  burning  point  for  the 
actors’  group  has  been  whether  talent  should  continue  to  be  in  the  position  of  offer¬ 
ing  "twofers"  as  a  price  of  working  —  payment  for  the  first  run,  nothing  for  the 
second  run  and  then  decreasing  payments  for  subsequent  runs.  The  question  of  raising 
minimum  salaries  in  contract  categories  has  not  been  as  important  as  a  bone  of  con¬ 
tention.  The  producers,  of  course,  have  looked  at  it  in  another  way.  As  long  as  they 
could  save  on  the  extra  payments  for  the  second  run,  they  could  effect  certain  econ¬ 
omies  on  the  first  run  to  be  balanced  by  profits  from  second  showings,  and  even  more 
important,  these  extra  monies  could  be  applied  to  bank  or  private  financing  arrange¬ 
ments  to  provide  re-payment  guarantees.  The  producers’  side  is  complex  because  of 
the  many  different  kinds  of  production  agreements:  network  first  showings,  then  syn¬ 
dication;  network  first  showings,  network  re-runs,  then  syndication;  or  full  syndica¬ 
tion.  Some  series  are  complicated  by  a  variety  of  regional  deals,  and  there  are  ser¬ 
ies  which  are  in  first -run  in  some  cities  two  or  three  years  after  they  were  produced. 
The  SAG  demands  were  a  foregone  conclusion  after  the  factors  that  caused  the  Guild 
strike  over  TV  commercial  production  in  1952-1953.  Unions  always  balance  their  de¬ 
mands  and  requirements  against  the  comparative  prosperity  of  the  business  community. 

Television  has  made  Hollywood  buzz  with  more  business  than  it  has  ever  had  before.

Arthur  Godfrey,  originally  scheduled  to  return  to  his  morning  programs  on  Aug  22, 

has  extended  his  vacation  for  three  weeks  and  will  now  return  Sept  12 . Jack  Benny 

returns  to  CBS-TV  for  his  alternate  week  program  on  Sept  25,  with  his  familiar  side- 
kicks  and  program  touches.  His  writing  team  this  season  includes  Sam  Perrin,  George 
Balzer,  Al  Gordon  and  Hal  Goldman.  The  shows,  film  and  live,  will  be  produced  by 

Hilliard  Marks,  with  Ralph  Levy  as  director  and  also  executive  producer . Ered 

Allen  will  be  narrator  for  NBC's  "The  Jazz  Age,"  one  of  the  special  film  programs  in 
the  net's  "Project  20"  series,  to  be  produced  by  Henry  Salomon.  Salomon  and  Richard 
Hanser  will  write  the  jazz  script,  with  Robert  Russell  Bennett  as  composer  and  con¬ 
ductor  (interweaving  pop  tunes  of  the  Twenties),  and  Isaac  KLeinerman  as  film  editor. 
The  program  will  use  more  than  100  different  sources  for  film  footage. 
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Philco  Corp.  will  sponsor  a  telecast  of  the  Miss  America  Beauty  Pageant  over  ABC- 
TV  for  the  second  successive  year,  Saturday,  Sept  10,  10 :30-12midnight  EDT.  John  Daly 

and  Bess  Myers on  will  he  host  and  hostess  and  Bert  Parks  will  be  pageant  m.c . 

The  highest  rated  show  on  the  nets  on  Sept  18  may  well  be  the  Colgate  Variety  Hour; 
the  day  and  program  Jerry  lewis  and  Dean  Martin  will  appeal’  in  their  new  guise  of 
contract  partners,  if  not  friends.  Most  of  show  business,  as  well  as  the  general  pub¬ 
lic,  will  be  watching  to  see  whether  the  old  knockabout  comedy  routines  will  prevail 
or  whether  the  night's  insanity  will  be  of  the  gentler  sort . In  an  interview  con¬ 

cerning  another  team  with  similar  difficulties,  Hal  March  was  reported  to  have  said 
that  his  conflict  with  Tom  D'Andrea  over  their  The  Soldiers  program  is  due  to  "emotion¬ 
al  incompatability"  among  other  factors,  complicated  by  a  dispute  over  billing  for  the 
pair.  This  split  cannot  be  healed,  largely  because  only  one  property  is  at  stake..... 
....If  CBS  sells  My  Favorite  Husband  to  a  sponsor  for  the  coming  season  (possibly 
General  Motors  for  its  Tuesday,  10:30-llpm  buy),  the  only  one  remaining  from  the  pro¬ 
gram  during  its  previously  successful  run  will  be  Barry  Nelson  as  the  husband.  Joan 
Caulfield  has  gotten  a  release  from  CBS  to  return  to  film  work  and  Bob  Sweeney  will 
probably  work  in  the  revamped  Our  Mss  Brooks,  which  is  coming  up  with  a  new  locale 
and  a  new  supporting  cast  for  Eve  Arden.  The  Nelson-Caulf ield  live  situation  comedy 
illustrates  a  strange  switch  in  fortunes.  Miss  Caulfield  was  a  strong  exponent  of 
live  television  last  year  in  Hollywood,  while  Nelson  was  reportedly  more  in  favor  of 
film.  Now,  the  actress  bows  out  and  Nelson  may  continue.  In  any  case,  there  were 
differences  in  opinion  on  this  series  too,  with  the  stars  reported  at  occasional  odds, 
while  writing  teams  were  changed  in  mid -season. 

Directors  for  Campbell -Pond's  Star St age  will  be  assigned  according  to  require¬ 
ments  of  individual  programs.  First  and  second  shows  (Sept  9  debut)  are  not  set,  but 
the  Campbell  sponsored  program  for  Sept  23  will  feature  "On  Trial,"  a  half-hour  film 
starring  Joseph  Cotten.  The  season's  series  will  include  26  live  and  13  filmed  pro¬ 
grams . Mark  Stevens  has  been  busy  signing  all  his  former  production  people  from 

Gross -Krasne,  those  who  worked  on  the  Big  Town  series  with  him  last  season;  among  them 

Lee  Gilbert,  his  music  editor,  and  Lynn  Stalmaster  &  Associates  to  handle  casting . 

Items  about  film  series  casting  in  Hollywood  during  the  past  week  have  the  added  note, 
"as  soon  as  the  strike  is  over."  Scripts  and  actors  are  all  set  for  intensive  pro¬ 
duction,  especially  on  those  series  in  short  supply. 

The  new  DuPont  Cavalcade  Theater  film  series  over  ABC-TY,  will  include  not  only 
films  made  by  Four  Star  Productions  under  their  1955 -56  contract,  but  also  some  films 
from  Jack  Denove  Productions  and  Jack  Chertok  Productions,  still  to  be  delivered  under 
their  previous  production  contracts,  which  are  not  actually  concluded.  The  fall  Du¬ 
Pont  series  starts  over  ABC-TY,  Tuesday,  Sept  13,  9:30-10pm  EDT,  and  the  tentative 
program  schedule  lines  up  as  follows;  Sept  13,  Nancy  Merki  story  (still  to  be  titled), 
an  original  by  Joel  Murcott,  from  Four  Star;  Sept  20,  "Decision  for  Justice,"  re-run 
of  the  original  by  Charles  Larson,  commemorating  the  200th  birthday  of  Chief  Justice 
Marshall  falling  on  Sept  24;  Sept  27,  tentative,  film  concerning  Ralph  Bunche,  with 
nearly  an  all-Negro  cast,  not  filmed  yet.  If  strike  complication  holds  up  filming, 
film  substitute  will  be  "The  Texas  Rangers,"  from  an  original  by  Larry  Marcus;  Oct  4, 
"Civil  Air  Patrol,"  title  to  be  changed,  an  original  by  Charles  Bennett,  from  Denove; 
Oct  11  or  Nov  1,  Postal  Inspector  story  or  a  Nurse  story,  from  Chertok;  Oct  18,  "Six 
Hours  to  Deadline,"  a  re-run;  Nov  8,  "Saturday's  Story,"  repeat  of  the  pilot  origin¬ 
ally  made  for  the  Frank  Leahy  series  by  Four  Star;  Nov  15,  "Man  Nobody  Wanted,"  no 
author  listed,  about  AA;  Nov  22,  "American  Thanksgiving,"  a  repeat;  Nov  29,  "Swamp 
Meeting,"  already  filmed  by  Chertok;  Dec  6,  "Junior  Achievement,"  original  by  Norman 
Retchin  and  Alvin  Ganzer,  to  be  filmed  by  Denove;  Dec  13,  "Take  Off  Zero,"  a  repeat; 
Dec  20,  "Barbed  Wire  Christmas,"  to  be  filmed  by  Denove;  Dec  27,  "The  Marine  Who  Was

NBC  Matinee  Theatre,  the  Monday  thru  Friday  full -hour  dramatic  aeries  in  color 
and  black  and  white,  will  debut  Monday,  Oct  31,  instead  of  Oct  3,  as  previously  an¬ 
nounced.  Relocation  of  production  personnel  being  recruited  in  New  York  caused  the 
delay.  Albert  McCleery  is  the  executive  producer  (new  offices  and  rehearsal  studios 
are  at  1559  N.  Vine  St.,  Hollywood),  Winston  O'Keefe  is  supervising  producer  in  charge 
of  talent ;  with  Larry  Menkin,  John  Goetz  and  Robert  Wilbur  among  the  directors  (10  in 
all)  who  will  be  on  the  production  staff.  The  original  starting  date  would  have  been 
a  virtual  impossibility  in  any  case  because  of  conflict  with  the  World  Series,  which 
normally  starts  the  first  week  each  October . The  new  Matinee  series  has  been  re¬ 
sponsible  for  several  irresponsible  items  out  of  Hollywood  recently,  mostly  from  writ¬ 
ers  who  can't  add  or  multiply.  There  was  the  bomb  that  eventually  made  the  top  para¬ 

graph  in  a  syndicated  column  about  NBC  recruiting  ^,000  actors  and  actresses  for  the 
series  --  260  teleplays  during  a  52-week  year,  even  if  every  one  used  10  characters 
with  none  repeating,  would  never  come  up  to  the  ridiculous  total.  A  week  later  it 
had  dropped  to  a  600 -person  stock  company,  still  beyond  the  realm  of  budget  or  prob¬ 
ability. 

Burb lings  of  conflict  have  come  from  the  lots  of  major  movie  producers  who  are 

involved  with  television.  At  Warners,  Roy  Huggins  took  over  as  producer  of  the  "Chey¬ 

enne"  series  in  addition  to  his  "King's  Row"  series  of  13,  replacing  Harve  Foster, 
who  left  "because  of  other  commitments."  This  notice  was  followed  this  week  by  the 
announcement  out  of  Warner  Brothers  that  Gary  Stevens,  who  has  been  general  manager 
of  the  television  film  unit,  "has  completed  his  assignment"  and  left  the  company. 
William  T.  Orr  will  be  liaison  executive  between  Jack  L.  WTarner  and  the  television 
unit.  At  the  same  time,  20th  Century-Fox  revealed  that  Otto  Lang,  who  last  week 
shifted  from  the  motion  picture  production  staff  to  the  television  production  unit, 
has  been  named  an  executive  in  charge  of  TV  production  under  Sid  Rogell,  general  man¬ 
ager  of  the  TCF  Rroductions  group.  A  minimum  of  three  factors  can  cause  switches  in 
any  production  unit:  a  disagreement  on  production  techniques,  or  on  the  standard  of 
finished  product,  or  on  any  question  involving  movie  vs.  television  personnel.  If 
the  shift  in  the  wind  means  anything,  it  will  not  be  long  before  movie -wise  people 
replace  practically  all  production  toppers  whose  most  recent  experience  has  been 
purely  television.  There  is  still  a  vital  area  of  disagreement  on  production  tech¬ 
niques  between  those  who  moved  on  to  learn  TV  film  production  during  the  recent  Holly¬ 
wood  depression  and  those  who  wore  able  to  survive  on  the  movie  lots.  Indications  are 
that  some  movie  execs  think  in  terms  of  an  eventual  feature  movie  derived  from  TV 
product,  rather  than  producing  for  TV  exposure  alone,  without  extensive  over -shooting. 
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CBS  is  extending  the  summer  run  of  The  Search  for  four  weeks,  thru  September, 
until  My  Favorite  Husband  is  ready  for  debut  as  a  film  series  on  Oct  4.  Production 
on  the  revamped  situation  comedy  was  scheduled  to  start  this  week  with  Vanessa  Brown 

and  Barry  Nelson  in  the  starring  roles . Ziv  has  assigned  Ladisla3  Farago,  writer 

and  authority  on  espionage  and  counter-intelligence,  as  technical  adviser  on  The  Man 
Called  X  film  series  which  will  star  Barry  Sullivan  in  the  title  role.  Five  scripts 
are  ready  for  production,  products  of  writers  William  P.  Templeton,  Les  Crutchfield 

and  Devid  Boehm.  Farago  will  work  with  writers  on  future  scripts . Production  on 

the  first  film  of  the  new  Screen  Directors  Guild  series  started  last  weekend  at  Hal 
Roach  Studios,  with  Leo  Me  Carey  directing,  his  first  effort  for  television.  The  Guild 
membership  has  furnished  71  directors  committed  to  future  productions,  which  will  be 
sponsored  by  Eastman  Kodak  over  NBC . Conne -Stephens,  Inc.,  film  production  organ¬ 

ization,  is  moving  from  its  Fox  Western  Ave  studio  location  to  General  Service  Stud¬ 
ios  for  future  production  activities.  The  firm  has  several  pilots  of  its  own,  but 

its  past  production  history  has  involved  physical  production  for  other  firms . 

James  V.  Kern’s  direction  on  Those  Whiting  Girls  for  Besilu  has  led  to  his  being  as¬ 
signed  to  direct  I  Love  Lucy  films  in  the  new  series  under  a  new  contract. 

Michael  Levin,  former  TV  director  for  Erwin,  Wasey  &  Co.,  Inc.,  in  New  York,  has 
set  up  a  TV  consultation  service  at  9  West  10th  St.,  New  York.  OR  4-4491.  Levin  and 
Robert  Trout  of  CBS  have  also  formed  Pe management,  Inc.,  television  packaging  firm, 

at  the  same  address  and  phone . While  there  has  been  much  public  notice  recently 

about  the  urge  of  Steve  Allen  to  move  his  Tonight  show  back  to  the  West  Coast  after 
a  short  hitch  in  New  York,  the  word  is  that  the  program  will  remain  in  New  York  for 
at  least  six  months.  Remote  possibility  is  that  Allen  may  work  out  a  future  schedule 

which  would  permit  part  of  the  year  in  Hollywood  and  the  rest  in  New  York . Jose 

Ferrer  will  stage  the  production  of  "Cyrano  de  Bergerac,"  second  presentation  in  NBC’s 
fall  Producers  *  Showcase  series  on  Oct  17.  Ferrer  will  star,  with  the  supporting 
actors  to  be  announced.  With  Fred  Coe  moving  over  to  get  his  new  alternate  week  Pon¬ 
tiac  hour  ready  for  its  late  Sept  debut.  Jack  Rayel  is  now  exec  producer,  with  Donald 
Davis  and  Dorothy  Mathews  as  producers  of  the  Showcase  series,  which  will  present 
"Our  Town"  from  Hollywood  a3  the  first  program  in  the  fall  series  on  Sept  19. 

Station  KTTV(LA),  never  one  to  do  things  by  halves,  has  bought  ten  new  half-hour 
series  for  fall  presentation,  in  addition  to  two  purchased  earlier.  The  current 
group  of  ten  includes:  Jungle  Jim  (Screen  Gems),  Count  of  Monte  Crist o  (TPA),  High¬ 
way  Patrol  (Ziv),  Adventures  of  Scarlet  Pimpernel  (Official },  The  Ray  Mllland  Show 
(MCA-TV ) ,  San  Francisco  3eat  (re-runs  of  CBS  net’s  The  Lineup,  thru  CBS  Film  Sales), 

My  Little  Margie  (Official),  Trouble  With  Father  (Official),  City  Detective  (MCA-TV), 
and  Fabian  of  Scotland  Yard  (Wick).  The  two  previous  series  signed  for  are  Dr.  Hud¬ 
son’s  Secret  Journal  (MCA-TV)  and  Paul  Coates’  Confidential  File  (Guild).  The  Coates 
series  originated  as  a  live  program  over  the  station  and  will  continue,  live  in  its 
regular  Sunday  night  spot,  with  the  films  scheduled  for  a  weekday  evening  spot.  Sta¬ 
tion  KTTV  presents  the  interesting  contrast  of  heavy  film  series  programming  with 
many  live  local  remotes,  probably  the  only  station  in  the  country,  independent  or  net¬ 
work,  with  so  many  of  each . Station  KPIX(S.F.)  joins  the  West  Coast  group  of  CBS 

stations  that  have  eliminated  as  many  kines  as  possible  from  their  programming.  Last 
season,  delayed  programming  totaled  4l  and  l/4  hours  of  the  station’s  total  of  120 
weekly.  This  fall  the  total  will  be  only  five  out  of  the  120,  duplicating  the  changes 
made  earlier  at  ENXT(LA),  The  switch  at  KNXT  presaged  the  changeover  in  Sen  Francisco 
since  kines  and  hot  kines  are  normally  made  in  Hollywood  and  sent  to  San  FYancisco  for 
showing  there . Station  WTVJ  is  making  its  bid  to  interest  the  nets  in  South  Flor¬ 

ida  as  an  origination  point  for  special  broadcasts,  similar  to  those  presented  in  the 
past  by  NBC’s  Variety  Hour  and  Tonight  and  CBS’  Godfrey  programs.  The  Miami  station 
has  set  up  a  TV  consulting  service  to  aid  South  Florida  builders,  architects  and  con¬ 
tractors  working  on  new  hotels  and  other  buildings  to  plan  for  the  future.  The  sta¬ 
tion  also  has  new  remote  equipment  on  order,  including  a  35 -foot  trailer  designed  to 
be  a  net  color  studio  on  wheels,  for  fall  local  and  net  programming  use. 
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Shower  of  Stars  will  present  "A  Christmas  Carol"  on  Tec  15 ,  instead  of  Dec  22, 

as  previously  announced  by  CBS . WTOP,  Inc.,  will  finally  split  off  its  local  news 

gathering  operation  in  Washington  from  CBS  News.  The  company  will  set  up  a  WTOP  News 
and  Public  Affairs  division,  effective  Oct  30,  to  expand  coverage  of  Washington  area 
news  and  local  affairs  for  both  WTOP  radio  and  TV.  The  new  plan  calls  for  a  staff 

separate  from  the  CBS  news  staff . Otto  Kruger  replaces  Ken  Carpenter  as  host  of 

Lux  Video  Theatre  on  Sept  8,  with  Carpenter  reverting  to  his  customary  announce r  role. 

The  Lux  fall  series  begins  Sept  29 . Ernie  Kovacs  will  be  guest  m. c.  for  Tonight 

from  Aug  29  thru  Sept  9  while  Steve  Allen  vacations.  The  Allen  program  will  originate 

from  New  York  again  starting  Aug  29 . Doe  Avedon  was  signed  by  Mark  Stevens  for 

the  sophisticated  role  in  his  new  films  for  the  Big  Town  series.  It  was  a  very  short 
talent  search . .Ralph  Levy  is  becoming  the  busiest  producer  and  director  in  Holly¬ 

wood,  with  new  CBS  assignments.  He  is  exec  producer  and  director  of  live  and  film 
Jack  Benny  Show  programs,  as  well  as  having  production  responsibilities  on  Benny’s 
six  Shower  of  Stars  appearances  next  season,  and  on  special  productions  in  the  new 
Ford  Star  Jubilee  series.
